Hitler Rushes 


Himmler and 
Goering to Italy 


LONDON, Tuesday, May 11.— 
(@#)—Adolf Hitler, moving franti- 
cally to bolster the defenses of 
Axis Europe on the heels of the 
collapse of his Tunisian armies, 
has picked two of his highest lieu-

The broadcast, heard here by the 
Soviet monitor, ‘said both Marshal 
Hermann. Goering and ~ Heinrich 
Himmler, head of the Nazi secret 
police, are going to Rome. The ra- 
dio credited a dispatch from Bern, 
Switzerland, quoting “local press 
circles,” 

The dispatch said military as- 
pects of the defense of Italy would 
to Goering, while

In an earlier Moscow broadcast 
last night by Reuter’s, Goering was 
reported already to have been in 
Rome and to have had a long inter- 
view with Premier Mussolini. Aft- 
erward the Italian government 
was said to have met secretly. This 
broadcast, not reported by other 
sources, said Goering had gone on 
to Naples after the interview. 

The Bern dispatch quoted by 
Moscow today said that Goering 
would take over reorganization of 
the ItdAlian army and inspection of 
the Italian air force, airdromes, 
naval bases and fortifications.

Two Quotas 

It is passing strange that Atlanta, which 
has so magnificently answered all other calls 
for war contribution, should be falling so far 
behind in the collection of kitchen fats for 
war industrial use. 

That contrast is strikingly shown in the 
most recent financial campaign, that of the 
Second War Loan. For that campaign Greater 
Atlanta was assigned a quota of $25,000,000 
in war bonds to be sold. During the cam- 
paign period the city came close to tripling 
that quota, with a total of $69,148,000 in 
recorded sales and with the possibility a few 
scattered returns are yet to be received at 
headquarters. 

Georgia's monthly quota on saving of 
waste kitchen fats is 108,500 pounds. For 
January and February last, the state collected 
less than one-third of this quota. Yet it is 
estimated that less than a teaspoonful a day 
from each home will more than provide the 
full amount desired. 

Fat goes into the making of munitions, 
explosives. It is used in making essential 
paints in war industry. It is turned into war 
rhemicals. It is of primary importance in 
the war program. It is stated that, so urgent 
is the need, the fat turned in from a home is 
made into explosives in three weeks after it 
reaches the point of collection. 

It is simple to save such fats. They should 
be kept in a can—not a glass container for 
fear of breakage. When one pound has been 
saved it should be taken to the meat market 
where you regularly trade. The market man 
will pay you for it at the set price. When he 
has 50 pounds it, in turn, is sent to the col- 
lection point for shipment. And if, by odd 
chance your meat market will not accept your 
waste fat, simply call the local rationing board, 
the local office of OPA or your newspaper 
and you will be told where to send or take it. 


Perhaps, since cooking fats have been ra- 
tioned, Georgia housewives are economizing to 
such extent on the use of these fats there is 
little left after their cooking is done. But 
that is the point. There is always a little 
left and it is the saving and collection of 
those “littles” in every home that accumu- 
lates sufficient material to make explosives 
to blast the enemy into defeat.

They took 
hard knocks in the south which, far from 
daunting them, strengthened their resolution 
and provided the experience from Which they 
have now profited.” 

Such generous acknowledgement by our 
great ally is strongest assurance the United 
Nations will fight as one for the final victory. 

And, likewise, we should be no less generous 
in our applause for the magnificent achieve- 
ment of British and French, both, in the Tu- 
nisian campaign.

Intelligent Waycross 

The people of Waycross and that southeast 
‘portion of Georgia know it is worse than useless 
to raise a lot of produce, either on the farms 
or in the victory gardens, if no arrangements 
are made for preserving the food after it is 
grown, 

Therefore, the Southeast Georgia Co-opera- 
tive Association has been created. This group 
will operate a curb market in Waycross, where 
farmers may sell their produce, their poultry 
and eggs, their butter and cheese, their fruits, 
to the housewives direct. 


What is more, the association will install 
two canneries, to be in operation this summer, 
where all who wish may can surplus food prod- 
ucts, to store them until winter demands their 
consumption. Equipment for the canneries has 
been purchased, with the approval of the prior- 
ities authorities at Washington; 100,000 cans 
have been bought; a manager has been named 
and arrangements have been made for an edu- 
cational campaign to teach housewives to pre- 
pare, handle and process fruits and vegetables 
for canning. 

Of course Waycross is by no means the only 
community in Georgia which has provided, or 
is providing, facilities for community canning. 
It is by no means the only city with curb 
markets. ss 

However, at this time, Waycross earns com- 
mendation for the step she has taken and can 
well serve as example to communities which 
have not yet made similar provisions, if such 
there be. 

It matters no how abundant the garden 
and farm crops this summer and fall, if their 
produce is to rot before it can be consumed, 
the seed and effort and cost might better have 
been used to some other purpose.

Youth Problems 

A thought-provoking suggestion has been 
advanced by Hedley S. Dimock, co-ordinator 
of training for the USO, with his recommenda- 
tion that child-serving organizations unite in 
a group movement similar to the United Serv- 
ice Organizations.

Prisoned for Charity 

In Norway recently a farmer was arrest- 
ed by the Nazis because he had committed 
a great crime. He had contributed to a fund 
being raised for the benefit of imprisoned Nor- 
wegians.

Big city folks and those in the smaller towns 
and cities will be given instruction during the 
next few months in the preservation of foods, 
under the direction of the Georgia Agricultural 
Extension Service. Beginning in May, one-day 
classes will be held once a week in every city in 
the state of 10,000 or more population. Similar 
classes will be held once each month in all towns 
of less than 10,000 population, where there is a 
county or home demonstration agent. The classes 
will continue through the peak of the food pres- 
ervation season. It is all a part of the program to 
save as much of the food crops this year as pos- 
sible, and to give families near the sources of 
supply an opportunity to preserve these foods, 
so that the commercially canned foods will be 
available to the more congested population areas 
in larger quantities, and the inconvenience of 
rationing eased to a considerable extent,

BRICKER FADING WASHINGTON, May 10.—After starting 

out last winter with considerable prom- 
ise, the Republican presidential candidacy of Governor Bricker, of 
Ohio, now appears to be waning on the vine. 

Many party stalwarts who were inclined to regard him favor- 
ably a few months ago are now beginning to 
express doubts as to his qualifications. 

It is not that Republican leaders have any 
cause to be unfriendly to the Ohio Governor. 
On the contrary, many of them, pleased with 
the record he has made as chief executive of 
the Buckeye State during the past everal years, 
referred to look on him as the G. O. P. white 
ope. He did not have Mr. Willkie’s contro- 
versial background and he seemed to offer 
more prospects for party unity than anyone 
else who may be considered an avowed can- 
didate. 
Upon closer examination, however, the 
Bee tea earlier rating given the Bricker candidacy has 
9 ™ _ failed to stand up. The trouble has been with 
the manner in which his personal appearances have been received 
in visits to other states. While his speeches have been: delivered 
well enough, what he said seemed to leave his audiences cold. 
Moreover, they have been devoid of any constructive ideas, and 
the criticism is made that he has not been definite enough about 
some of the problems that confront the country, particularly in the 
international field. 


DISAPPOINTING SPEECH = The latter complaints have been 


found among Republicans by 
Gould Lincoln, the very competent political commentator of the 

Washington Evening Star, an unusually fair but pro-Republican 
newspaper. 

_ What Mr. Lincoln reports after a survey of the situation con- 
firms earlier stories which came out of New York following a re- 
cent visit there of the Ohio Governor. New York state leaders had 
arranged for Governor Bricker to be the principal speaker at some 
locally important party occasion. The purpose in inviting him was 
to provide an opportunity for looking him over as a presidential 
possibility. 

The speech he delivered was so disappointing that the leaders 
decided to invite him back to a more select gathering, confined to 
key men in the G,. O. P. organization. Governor Bricker, accord- 
ing to some of those present, made no more of an impression at the 
second meeting than he did at the first. Somehow he just couldn't 
ring the bell, 


NEW YORK SAYS NO Ajlter that the New York Republi- 


cans have been inclined to write him 
off definitely as a possibility. They found him likeable enough as 
an individual, but somewhat lacking in the high qualifications of 
the presidency. 

If there is any likelihood of this feeling becoming general among 
the rank and file of Republican leaders over the country, it is 
certain to have an important bearing on the G. O. P. presidential 
contest next year. 


EFFECT ON WILLKIE Heretofore Governor Bricker and Mr. 


Willkie have been looked upon as the 
main contenders. The contest seemed to lie between them. All 
three of the other leading candidates in 1940 have withdrawn their 
names from the race—Governor Dewey, of New York; Senator Taft, 
of Ohio, and Senator Vandenberg, of Michigan. 

From one way of looking at it, the decline in Bricker stock 
would seem to aid the candidacy of Mr. Willkie. On paper it might 
appear that the prospective elimination of his only open opponent 
would leave the field clear to Mr. Willkie. 

But the opposition to Mr. Willkie among the old-line leaders of 
the party seems to be too deep-rooted to allow him to win by 
default. If this group finds Governor Bricker unsuitable for their 
purpose to stop Willkie, it is hardly to be supposed that they will 


stop there.

-And the result has been that mistakes have been 


concealed and ugly facts glossed over and the whole picture made 


brighter than the facts justify. 
This policy starts another vicious circle. 


If the dark side is’ 


hidden, people become too cocksure and complacent; then they fail | 
to do their utmost and the dark side becomes darker. And the more , 
they are lulled by hero stories, the less they will be able to endure 


the shock of defeats and losses. 

The basic trouble seems to be that officials regard the war as 
something like a party policy; it is their war, by which they will 
be judged, and not the people’s war. 


They do not tell deliberate falsehoods. But each day’s story is | 


one of achievement, giving the impression that all is well; each 


bureau head assures us that his part of the job is going nicely; and | 
all of them apologize for burdening or stinting the people, and seem | 


fearful of offending their fellow citizens by troubling them with 
the war. 


Our leaders are afraid to tax us enough to pay 30 cents of ' 


the war's cost as we go, while the British, who have less in propor- 
tion, are paying 56 per cent. And their basic income tax rate, for 
the poorest little worker, is 50 per cent. 

Our nation has done wonders. Many people are doing their best. 
Yet the fact remains that we are doing only a fraction of what we 
must do to win, and we aren't likely to do our utmost until some- 
body makes us realize what we are up against.

be one pound for each four quarts of fin- 

ished fruit, with a maximum lLmit of 25 

pounds per person. You may use one-fifth of 

your allotment to put up jams and jellies for 

home consumption, but no sugar will be al- 

lowed for putting up jams and jellies for sale. 

With this announcement crops up the | 
question, “Does the sugar allowance of one 
finished quarts mean that .one must can all 
weight syrup?” No, you may put up some 
at all if you wish, but you must average 
one-pound allotment.

War Ration Book One | 
Needed for Canning Sugar | 


To apply for canning sugar, you need War 
You may apply either by mail or in person, but in either case the 
number one book must be presented, together with a statement 
of what you plan to can. Ration boards prefer that you apply only 
for the sugar you need in the immediate future, that all the 
Sugar issued is used For ex ample. if a person applied now. for 
sugar to can peaches or some other late-season fruit, they wouldn't 
be likely to get it, as the board figures that something may happen 
between now and the time peaches are ripe to prevent your using 
the sugar 

In applying for canning sugar, you do not have to declare the 
number of quarts of canned fruit you have on hand, but you must 
State your plans as to how much fruit you intend to put up and 
what type. To encourage customers to buy sugar only as they 
need it, the canning sugar certificates are issued in small amounts 
of one to 10 pounds. 


Don’t Surrender Points to Coninirten 
If You Supply the Ingredients 


Formerly if anyone else did your canning for you, you were 
required to surrender ration points to get back the finished product. 
Hiowever, the ruling has been changed. If you contribute either the 
ingredients or equipment a reasonable part of the labor, you 
may have the finished product without surrendering ration points. 
If vou have your fruit or vegetables put up at a local cannery, and 
if you raised the produce yourself, you may get 100 quarts for each 
person in your family ration-point-free, provided they are for home 
consumption and not for sale. 

Home canners may make gifts of both fruits and vegetables, 
but no person may give away more than 50 quarts. Any gifts in 
excess of that amount and all sales can be made only through the 
collection of eight blue-stamp points per quart However, OPA 
pointed out that home-grown fruit and vegetables put up by a com- 
mercial cannery are considered commercially processed foods and 
must be sold at the regular ration point values 

As for persons selling home-canned foods, unless they sell over | 
1,000 quarts per year, the procedure is very simple. They collect | 
ration points for the sales, and sometimes during the first 10 days |

“Will you please tell us what to do with the stamps that have 
expired in our ration books?” writes Mrs. E. C. Campbell, of 
Gainesville, Ga. “One merchant said to burn them, one said to 
turn them in, and still another tore them out and keep them.” 
OPA advises that you tear expired stamps out and destroy them 
yourself, making sure, however, that they are expired. They 
should not be given to your grocer. 

As to this business of soldiers on leave getting gasoline, local 
authorities say that a ruling will ga into effect on May 14 that will 
allow servicemen on leave to get a certain undetermined-as-vet 
amount of gas.
